Collector Muise reports that the new system of payments on a 
twice yearly basis, has represented a saving to the town this past 
year. For the first time in 20 years, the town has not had to borrow 
funds in anticipation of taxes, representing a saving of some $80,- 


000. 


Austin Gets 
Reappointment 
For Three Years 


Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin Tuesday night was reap- 
pointed to a three-year term in 
the town’s top administrative 
position by a unanimous vote of 
the selectmen, meeting in 
special session. 

The reappointment marked 
the first time since the begin- 
ning of town manager form of 
government in Andover, that an 
incumbent was continued in of- 
fice. 

Austin aici completed 
his five year term on Monday, 
Sept. 2. 

Tuesday night, Selectmen 
George E. Heseltine moved the 


reappointment, seconded by 
Selectman Alan F. French and 
the vote was unanimous. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
presented the board’s views on 
the reappointment in the 
following statement: 

“While much remains to be 
done in the way of improve- 
ment of management of town 
operations whichboth the board 
and the town manager 
recognize, and which has been

Tuesday will still be light, but 
good weather, plus local in- 
terest, could change the picture 
he states. 


Polls will be open in all six 
Andover precincts from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m.

pain or discomfort and can be

The principles involved are 
similar to those used in military 
application of ultrasound, the 
SONAR device used in detecting 
underwater objects. 

Very high pitched sound waves 
are sent through the water and 
when an object is struck, the 
suund waves bounce back to the 
detection device and the 
reflected sound can be displayed 
on a screen, 

In a similar fashion the 
diagnostic ultrasound procedure 
involves moving a small instru- 
micnt over the surface of the body 
in the area to be studied.

At Lower Cost 


Special ed, kindergarten and 
late bus routes were awarded 
Tuesday night, and the schools 
will get started today with a full 
complement of drivers. 

In the process of filling these 
last routes, Assistant Business 
Manager Sam Arcidy said that 
he had combined some routes 
and collaborated with other 
towns on others, so the system 
will actually be paying less for 
them than last year. 

In-town special ed routes, for 
instance, cost $78.50 per day 
last year, but will total $68,76 
per day this year, for a year- 
long decrease of approximately 
$1800. 

An in-town route was award: 
ed to Norothy Piercy for $20.10 
a day, and a combined route to 
Gail Parent for $36,76 per day. 


Becker Case 
Is Before 


Labor Board 


Andover High is minus an 
Kinglish Department head as 
school gets underway today, 
even as the case of former head 
William Becker goes before a 
labor relations board in Boston. 

Chairman Francis Griggs 
told the school committee Tues- 
day night that he and Ed 
Marshall, the committee’s 
negotiator, will appear at 1 
o'clock today at 100 Cambridge 
St., before the Labor Relations 
Board. 

Griggs described this as a 
‘preliminary step.’ If the 
board finds ‘‘cause’’ in 
Becker's complaint, then it will 
proceed to arbitration, 

Becker was demoted as 
department head by the school 
committee last April, at the 
Same meeting it dismissed 
former Assistant Superinten- 
dent Edward Regan. Becker, 
like Regan, sought but never 
got public reasons why he was 
demoted. His grievance has 
been proceding through the 
channels provided by the An- 
dover teachers’ contract. 

He does, however, have 
tenure as an English teacher. 

Meanwhile, Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert said the 
department head duties have 
been divided among other 
teachers in the department, in 
order to make a smooth transi- 
tion into the new school year. 

The job has been posted, he 
said, 


Out-of-town routes take An- 
dover youngsters with special 
needs, to facilities where they 
can best be cared for.

Routes were awarded 
Tuesday night to William and 
Jeffrey Watson, at $12.50 per 
day; to Frank Peterof at $13,50 
and Brian Winter, $13.75 and 
John Dumont, $14. The total 
cost will be $115.30 per day, 
compared to $122.85 per day 
last year. 

Late routes went to Charles 
Kent at $12.50 per day and 
James Vayanes at $13.49 per 
day. 

Arcidy said that there had 
been some problems because 
the drivers were used to receiv- 
ing the routes on a seniority 
system, but that he hoped they 
would understand that the 
school system had to make it 
competitive in order to stay 
within its budget.

To support his contention that 
the $19,200 figure would disrupt 
the pay scale, Olesen said that 
an assistant principal, who was 
“a proven factor,’ recently 
retired after many years at 
only $19,000. The assistant prin- 
cipal at East Jr. High, with 
nearly 10 year’s experience, he 
said, receives $18,700, while the 
assistant at West Jr. High, with 
a year under his belt, receives 
$16,500. 

Wilbur Hixon, appointed to 
the first assistant principalship 
at the high school at the last 
committee meeting, will be 
receiving $18,000. 

“It just seems inconsistent,” 
Olesen went on, ‘‘though the 
gentleman is very qualified.” 
Nothing works to lower morale 
more, he said, ‘‘than bucks.’ 
“It seems like we’re going out 
of kilter for the sake of bringing 
one man on board.”’ 

Olesen added that Holmes 
now makes $17,500. 

Lyons said that while he was 
“very concerned about cost,’ 
for him the issue ‘‘comes out on 
the side of wanting a certain 
person who's well qualified.” 

Holmes had previously been 
assistant principal at 
Timberlane from 1970 to 1974, 
and before that, a math coor- 
dinator and teacher at Ipswich 
High School. He received his 
master’s degree in math from 
the University of South 
Carolina, and has 28 credits 
toward a degree in administra- 
tion from the University of New 
Hampshire. He also has, as 
Wragg pointed out, computer 
experience in scheduling. 

Griggs, the ultimate tie- 
breaker, said that he had 
developed a reputation of being 
‘cheap with teachers, and 
frugal with administrators,”’ 
but that he didn’t think the ap- 
pointment would cause 
irreparable damage. 

He added his ‘‘yes’’ vote to 
those of Lyons and Wragg, with 
Lane voting ‘'present,” and 
Olesen changing his ‘‘no’’ to 
“yes” for the sake of a smooth 
start, 

Lane said that he didn’t have 
to change his vote because 
Holmes would know that he 
Supports him as a person, but 
felt very strongly on the princi- 
ple of salaries.

$2.48, up from $2.09 the prior year 
(before extraordinary income). 
Net sales for the year rose 17 per 
cent, amounting to $174,863,000, 
up from $148,896,000 in the prior 
year. Net income in the 1974 
fiscal year amounted to $6,829,- 
000, up 14 per cent from the prior 
year’s $6,002,000 (before extraor- 
dinary income), 

Mr. Hogan stated that earnings 
before taxes, interest expense 
and “equity earnings’’ rose 36 
per cent from the year before. He 
added that this was the 11th con- 
secutive year in which sales have 
Increased and the 10th con- 
secutive year (with one excep- 
tion) in which earnings per share 


have set new records. In fiscal 


1973, the company also realized 


extraordinary income of $17,435,- 
000 or an additional $6.10 per 
share from the sale of Squibb and 
A.T. Cross stock.

Mr. Hogan indicated that the 
year ended on a ‘‘strong positive 
note,’ with record fourth quarter 
Sales, net income and earnings 
per share, in addition to all-time- 
high backlogs throughout the cor- 
poration. Net income in the 
fourth quarter amounted to $1,- 
866,000, up 22 per cent from the 
$1,530,000 (before extraordinary 
income) realized in the prior 
year’s final quarter. Earnings 
per share rose to 67 cents, up 16 
per cent from 58 cents (before 
extraordinary income), and sales 
amounted to $43,206,000, an in- 
crease of 19 per cent from the 
prior year's $36,211,000. 

Mr. Hogan stated that ‘“‘in 
fiscal 1974, Standex exceeded its 
goals and estimates in the face of 
a very difficult business climate. 
Based on the pace of incoming 
orders, the record backlogs and 
the overall ‘feel’ of our business, 
we are confident that fiscal 1975 
will be another record year.”’ 

Reviewing Standex’s fiscal 
1974 results, Mr. Hogan indicated 
the the Industrial Products seg- 
ment of the business made the 
largest contribution to earnings.

About $1.4 million is being 
returned to the federal govern- 
ment from sale of silver and 
mercury recovered from 
medical uses in the 171 Veterans 
Administration hospitals during 
the past year. 

The recovery also is advan- 
tageous in keeping mercury from 
polluting the environment and in 
conserving silver at a time when 
this metal is in extremely short 


supply. 
The agency expects to realize 
some $650,000 from 870,000 


pounds of silver from obsolete 
diagnostic x-ray films, $760,919 
from 165,417 troy ounces of refin- 
ed silver from exhausted x-ray 
developing solutions, and $36,840 
from exhausted medical-device 
batteries collected in fiscal 1974. 

The films are scrapped after 
serving all useful purposes as 
medical records. 

Most of this money will go into 
the VA revolving fund for fur- 
nishing supplies to the agency's 
hospitals and clinics, The 
remainder will go into the U. S.

Rumors of the demise of the 
native Massachusetts sweet corn 
crop have grown almost faster 
than the corn this summer - - and 
they're all premature, reports 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture (MDA) this week. 

Output has been steady, and is 
expected to be even more plen- 
tiful now that the fields have had 
some good rain. Roadside farm 
stands and produce counters 
should be well supplied with 
fresh bi-colored corn right now, 
and picking will continue until 
the first severe frost, according 
to the experts. 

As the weather cools, the ker- 
nals hold their sugar content 
longer, so sweet sorn in the early 
fall is very much a reality. 

If you have the freezing capaci- 
ty al home, this week and next 
should be an excellent time to 
buy corn by the box from your 
nearby farm stand. 

An excellent pamphlet on 

' choosing, preparing and freezing 
corn is available from the MDA. 
The process is quite simple, but 
we'll leave the details to the in- 
struction booklet. 

You can request the pamphlet, 
‘Massachusetts Sweet Corn”’ by 
sending a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope to Division of 
Markets, MDA, 100 Cambridge 
St.. Boston 02202. 

'reezing corn yourself retains 
all the goodness of the fresh- 
picked ears, and should come out 
even better than _ the 
commercially-frozen corn 
marketed through the winter. 
But before committing a large 
Supply, you can test the process: 
freeze half a dozen ears, and try 
them ina week or ten days. Then

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HOW MUCH YOU NEED 


The amount you use to seal your driveway will vary 
The first time you seal it, the driveway will use a lot 
more than in later years just because it's dried out 
and absorbs more. Driveway sealer should be ap- 
plied one coat at a time. Optimum coverage 
approximately 1/2 to 2 gal. per 100 sq. ft. Naturally, 
these figures depend a great deal on how well you 
follow the instructions on the back of the can and 
what condition your driveway is in. 


THE PRICE YOU PAY 


One thing pretty much determines the cost of drive- 
way sealer — the ingredients that go into the can. 
First there is the asphalt base. This type of sealer is 
usually the lower cost sealer, but this year with the 
petroleum shortage it has increased substantially 
and now comes close in price to the other sealers. 
Asphalt sealers will give your driveway a shiny new 
look and it will seal out water and keep the drive- 
way from cracking up due to ice. But it won't last at 
all if gasoline or oil drips on it. In fact, it dissolves 
right away. 

The other kind of sealer is coal tar. This type of sealer 
can be made from two different types of coal tar. It’s 
adequate to say that one is simply better than the 
other and only a trained chemist can tell the differ- 
ence. The cheaper one can lose up to 25% of its 
weight when subjected to gasoline. The better one 
loses nothing. You'll just have to trust the manufac- 
turer and or the company you buy it from that you're 
getting the better sealer.

If you've read this far, you've probably decided to buy a 
coal tar sealer. (GOOD!) Beware of a sealer that has 
inadequate directions on the back of the can. If you 
have any questions, ask the sales person you are 
buying it from.

reminds drivers that the Fall 
Inspection period begins 
September one and ends October 
15. “Now is the time to have 
repairs made so that when you 
present your motor vehicle for 
inspection it will pass the first 
lime.” 

4400 official inspection stations 
located throughout the state are 
ready to inspect motor vehicles 
and trailers under the supervi- 
sion of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 

Before you take your car in, 
check the registration number 
with your registration plates to 
see if they match. If they do not 
match, go to a Registry office to 
have a correction made. Also, 
check the vehicle identification 
number on your registration cer- 
lificate with the vehicle iden- 
tification number which is on the 
vehicle to see if they match. If 
they do not match, go to your in- 
surance company or agent for 
corrections, 

The registration certificate 
must be presented before an in- 
spection will be made and all in- 
formation must be correct. 

The fee for a motor vehicle in- 
spection is still $1. (A $2 fee for 
inspection of motor vehicles will 
become effective Jan. 1, 1975.) 
The fee for inspection of a trailer 
alone is still 50 cents.

Construction of one’or more oil 
refineries in New England and an 
acceleration of the construction 
of nuclear power plants were 
called for by Dr. James M. 
Iivwell, vice president and chief 
economist of The First National 
Bank of Boston in testimony 
beture the Federal Energy Office 
hearings in Faneuil Hall. 

The hearings conducted by 
FO were designed to produce 
expert testimony on ‘Project 
Independence” - a Federal 
program designed to make the 
United States independent of out- 
side energy sources by the early 
1980s. 

~The point that is so important 
to keep in mind,” Dr. Howell 
said. “is that a ‘do nothing’ 
policy at this time will only mean 
that many New England 
manufacturing firms will be 
forced to absorb cost increases 
trom the higher energy costs that 
could drive them close to a finan- 
clal crisis stage.” He called for 
active support by all Federal 
agencies of the construction of 
relineries and a speeding up of

Andover School Bus Code 


With the advent of another 
school year parents are urged to 
instruct their children on the con- 
tents of the Andover School Bus 
Code as adopted by the Andover 
School Committee. 

Students who violate this code, 
violate the rights of other 
students on the bus and possibly 
subject these students to undue 
safety hazards. Everyone shares 
equally in the responsibility of 
maintaining proper discipline 
and safety on the school buses. In 
order to establish proper stan- 
dards of behavior and to provide 
a safe and enjoyable ride for 
every student transported, this 
bus code is published so that 
every parent may have an oppor- 
tunity to contribute to this goal. 


Students 


1. Only authorized students 
may ride the bus. 

2. Obey the driver in all 
matters pertaining to the opera- 
tion of the school bus. The bus 
driver is the representative of 
parents and teachers and is 
directly responsible for the safe- 
ty of each student on his bus. 

3. Exercise courtesy towards 
others while loading, riding and 
leaving the bus. Application of 
this simple rule will result in a 
more enjoyable ride to school 
each day and will prevent many 
unpleasant situations from aris- 
ing. 

4. Arrive at the bus stop on 
lime and wait for the bus on the 
curb or shoulder off the road. 

5. Cross highways and streets 
only in front of the bus. Move 
away from the front bumper of 
the bus approximately 6 - 8 feet 
so the bus driver can observe 
your crossing. Do not run or dash 
Into street or roads without look- 
ing both ways even though the 
bus driver has traffic stopped. 

6. Avoid trespassing on private

19. Keep books/bundles out of 
the aisles and do not carry heavy 
objects on the bus that might 
cause injury to other students. If 
you carry small animals on the 
bus for school projects, you are 
responsible tor their containment 
While en route to and from 
school, 

20. Ride your assigned bus and 
do not ask the driver to make un- 
authorized stops unless written 
permission is received from your 
parent and agreement is reached 
between the principal and bus 
driver. 

21. Report any violation of 
these rules to your bus proctor, 
the bus driver or your teacher. 

22. Violation of the above rules 
may result in suspension of your 
bus riding priviledge.

1. Keep calm and follow the 
directions of the bus driver.
